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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be foxind 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections ' 35 use § 102 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Neumeyer for the reasons set forth in Paragraph 2 of the Office action mailed June 5, 2001 (Paper 
No. 4). 

Applicant's remarks in the response filed May 28, 2002 have been carefully considered but 
are not found to be persuasive. In particular, the noted claim language "the boss and annular flat 
portion have substantially the same thickness" is not present the claims presented for prosecution 
in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 2 and 4 to 6 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Neumeyer in view of Cros for the reasons set forth in Paragraph 4 of the office action mailed 
June 5, 2001 and page 2 of the Office action mailed November 27, 2001 (Paper No. 7). 

Applicants remarks accompanying the May 28, 2002 response are directed to the formed 
boss and flange having the same thickness. Such feature is not required by these claims. 
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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1,114 
4. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art of 
record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 37 
CFR 1.114.
